SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The video slick Untitled, also known as Extrem 45 and Xtrem 45, is classified as: 
Objectionable. 

The video slick strongly degrades and dehumanises a male participant because the 
photographic depiction reduces him to his genitalia whilst in the course of sexual 
activity. One woman is having intercourse with the man, whilst another woman has 
her hand inserted inside his anus. The man's torso and head are not visible. The 
manner of this image, in combination with the promotional nature of a slick and its 
accessibility, have been weighed against the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 
(NZBR Act). The classification has been determined to be the minimum level of 
restriction necessary to prevent the likelihood of injury to the public good. It is 
therefore considered a reasonable limitation on si 4 of the NZBR Act. 
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
